Dr. Woodrow Wilson, the new preai- 
dent of Princeton univeralty, at a din- 
ner given la hia honor at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Ihe other night by the alumni, 
outlined publicly for the first time his 
hopes for the extension of the uni- 
versity system at Princeton. Dr. 
Wilson made a masterly afieeuh, to 
which the 500 old Princeton men prea- 
eut gave the greatest attention.

Wilson said that not only did 
Princeton need $12,.">00,000 to carry 
bis idea* but it meant to have that 
aum there waa a tremendous outburst 
of apptuuse, and cries from all over 
the big dining-room iudieated that in 
bia policy of extension President Wil- 
son will have, not only the moral but 
the material support of all the alumni 
of the big New Jersey university.
